PHNOM PENH (AP) — Ene­ 
my troops attem pted to cut in 
two a large Cambodian task 
force in the Taing Kauk area, 
but were driven back after 9Mi 
hours of fighting that ended at 
dawn today, Cambodian mili­ 
tary spokesmen said. 
O bservers said the enemy at­ 
tacks appeared to be the start 
of a m ajor counteroffensive to 
halt 
the 
biggest 
governm ent 
action of the Cambodian w ar. 
Government troops, on the fir­ 
ing line for more than a month, 
halted 
the enemy drive five 
yards from their defense peri­ 
m eter at one point, they said. 
The enemy opened 
with 
a 
heavy m ortar barrage before 
launching the infantry attack 47 
miles north of Phnom Penh, and 
during wave after wave of in­ 
fantry assaults, poured out re- 
coilless cannon fire in an at* 
tem pt to knock out key C am bo­ 
dian defense points, 
Cambodian 
officers 
at 
the 
scene said four government sol­ 
diers were killed and 25 wound­ 
ed in the fighting at Prakham . 
Just 
to the 
north, a t Taing 
Kauk, Cambodian troops also 
were engaged, but by a much 
sm aller enemy force. 
Cambodian 
casualties 
there 
were about six wounded. News­ 
men could see about 30 enemy 
dead outside the government de­ 
fenses. 
A 
Cambodian 
officer 
said 
nearly 
200 
North 
Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong died in the at­ 
tem pt to overrun the spearhead 
of the largest governm ent task 
force of the war. 
The battle ended with Cambo­ 
dian air strikes that gave close 
support 
to 
the 
governm ent 
troops. 
Enemy troops have attacked 
Tonle Bet and Kompong Cham, 
30 miles east of Taing Kauk, 
and 
Kompong 
Chhnang, 
35 
miles west, during the last two 
days. A governm ent spokesman 
said the enemy now is able to 
cut off the task force from Kom­ 
pong Gham, the regional head­ 
quarters 
responsible 
for 
sup­ 
porting the offensive. 
Apparently the attacks north 
of Phnom Penh are designed to 
force government com m anders 
to divert some of the troops in 
the task force away from Taing 
Kauk. a spokesman said. 
Although the spokesman had 
no details of today’s fight, he 
said governm ent losses in the 
offensive, 
during 
which 
seg­ 
ments of the task force have 
been under attack for alm ost 
two weeks, now stand at about 
500 killed. The operation began 
Sept. 6.

To be educated and informed 
about the entire religious scene, 
one should touch base with the 
underground—or at least open 
the cellar door.

to them to represent the hinge 
. . . . We stand at one of those 
turning points today. A new 
world is being born ” 
Yet tlie new world, according 
to Gregg, was born under the 
sign of the Bomb. Twenty-five 
years ago the Bomb hit Hiro­ 
shima. TTiis marks the new age 
and the calendar published by 
Here and Now indicates that 
we are in 25 A.B. (After Bomb).

WE COULDN'T CALL ourselves journalists, how­ 
ever, if we did not use this occasion to call atten­ 
tion again to the role of an unfettered press in

democracy . 
We do not even have to use our own words to 
sum marize the importance of newspapers in a free 
society . Thomas Jefferson, in a 1787 letter said 


"W ere it left to me to decide whether we should 
have a government without newspapers or news­ 
papers without government, I should not hestitat» 
a moment to prefer the latter.” 
Freedom of the press is. for the most part, taken 
for granted in this country . 
But the controlled or nonex istent press of author­ 
itarian and dictator governments are established 
facts in various parts of the world today . 


POWER-HUNGRY LEADERS begin their reigns 
by muzzling the press. Ther« is a reason for the 
pattern. It is the nature of the newspaper to m ir­ 
ror what is going on in a country . The reflection 
would be very unfavorable in som* cases, so the 
m irror is put in cold s’orage. 
Each newspaper has its own set of assets and li­ 
abilities. but collectively they represent a freedom 
that safeguards much of what most erf us hold dear. 
The News, like its counterparts elsewhere, ex ists 
because of its thousands of subscribers and adver­ 
tisers and staff It is this team that makes a news­ 
paper a hometown friend as well as an institution.

Ohio's Campus Look 


A three-month study by Ohio’s Select Committee 


to Investigate Campus Disturbances differs some­ 
what from other reports in that it deals not only 


in causes but suggests some cures. 


The committee took a sounding on the campus 
crisis in Ohio by conducting hearings at all state 
and state-supported institutions. 
ITS FINDINGS were generally in line with other 
auch reports including that of the presidential com­ 
mission but it was more specific in some areas 
Problems were traced to rapid growth encour­ 
agement and participation in disruptive activities 
by some faculty , a tendency on the part of univer­ 
sity adm inistrators and faculty m em bers to ignore 
or ex cuse misconduct, lack of communication be­ 
tween all campus segments, emphasis on the part 
of some students to make the campus a battle­ 
ground for challenges to national and international 
Issues 
The legislative com m ittee's probe coincided with 


other reports on this point: 
"It should be emphasized in the strongest possi­ 
ble term s that however enormous a problem ap­ 
pears. whatever the vex ation it causes, however 
slow its solution seems to be in orthcommg, it 
neither justiies nor ex cuses disruption or violence ” 
The committee recommends the adoption of 
a 
minimum code of conduct and discipline by state 
or state-supported institution of higher learning. 
THIS WILL LET students know clearly the re­ 
sponsibility they accept in enrolling at the institu­ 
tions and will establish rules of discipline for uni­ 
versity officials to follow. 
SUch a program will make areas of responsibility 
and discipline clear to all while not infringing upon 
the right of peaceful protest. 
If this concept of defined responsibilities for the 
academ ic community is accepted—and the current 
status of Ohio campuses tends to show that it can 
be—then we are progressing toward an effective 
higher education program despite past mistakes.

has taken a position that no one is going to escape 


responsibility in the May 4 killing of four students 
at Kent State University . 


William 
W. 
Scranton, 
commission 
chairman, 


said: "Those who wreaked havoc on the town of 
Kent, those who burned down the ROTC building, 


those who attacked and stoned National Guardsmen 


and all those who urged them on and applauded 


their deeds, share the responsibility for the deaths 
and injuries of May 4." 


THE SHOOTING BY Guardsmen which killed four 
students and wounded nine others was termed 
un­ 
necessary . unwarranted and inex cusable.’’ 
In the wake of the May 4 killings, opinions fell 
into three main categories: 1) those who felt the 
Guard action was comp’etely justified, 2) those 
who maintained the Guard action was akin to open­ 
ing,fire at a Sunday School picnic and 3) those who 
adm itted that violent action on the part of students 
was wrong and ca'led for some response—but not 
ex ecution. 
Conclusions by the commission uphold the latter 
view. 


Commission m em bers listed evidence to show 
that victims were not at bay onet point when the 


shooting occurred but were at least 20 y ards away 


with the main body being 75 y ards away . 


It also wos noted that no specific order was given 


Guardsmen to fire, there was no sniper fire and 


that the assembly which prompted Guard action 


was peaceful at the outset. 


BUT THE ONLY new information in the report 


was its emphasis on the sharing of responsibility 


by students and their sy mpathizers, and the recog­ 
nition of the mental stress under which the National 
Guard was operating 


This does not ex cuse the killings which were de­ 
plorable but it helps ex plain how such a thing could 
come about. 
In the welter of words written about the campus 
situation, the consensus seems to be heading to­ 
ward this final conclusion: Squelch violence and 
lawlessness on the campus but let the punishment 
fit the crime.

considerable ability . Jack Lon­ 
don saw him as a ty rannical, 
despotic fellow who hamm ered 
home his authority with his fist. 
A sea captain never left any 
doubt about who was running 
the ship. 
Here, then, is a sea captain, 
Capt. W. J. Law, a man who 
has 
commanded 
the 
Queen 
Mary and the Queen Elizabeth 
and who runs the largest trans- 
Atlantic ocean liner afloat, the 
Queen Elizabeth 2. 
If there is a man in the world 
who can tie 
disorder 
to 
the 
m ast and flog it a good one, it’s 
this firm-jawed, steely -ey ed En­ 
glishman. So, take it from Cap­ 
tain Law, forget it. Even the 
day s of the ty rannical, despotic 
sea captain are over now, gone 
the way of ty rannical, despotic 
college presidents. 


IF A CAPTAIN RUNS a tight 
ship today , it m eans only that 
his boat doesn’t leak. 
"The captain m ust 
be more 


concerned with the welfare of 
his crew 
than 
ever 
before," 
Captain Law said. "We know 
that if we don’t look after their 
interests, they won’t 
do 
any ­ 
thing. In fact, they ’ll probably 
leave. 
"Y ears ago, when life at sea 
was very 
hard, 
ships’ 
crews 
were alway s scared of losing 
their jobs. They did what they 
were told without question for 
very long hours and for very 
low wages. 
"Now they ’re very indepen­ 
dent .these fellows. They don't 
do what they ’re told unless they 
believe it is sensible. They ex ­ 
pect reasonable working condi­ 
tions and time off.” 
While his authority is not as 
unimpeachable as it once was, 
however, there are compensa­ 
tions to being a modern sea cap­ 
tain. May be they ’ve taken away 
his iron hand (hook) and cat- 
o’-ninetails, but they ’ve given 
him a computer and radar. 
"The life of the sea captain 
is much easier now,” Captain 
Law said, "especially since ra­ 
dar ” 


‘‘IN THE OLD DAYS when 
the fog was thick — the middle 


of the ocean is foggy , did y ou

had virtually abdicated.

President Agnew would breathe 
fire and heave brimstone into 
New York from afar.

President Nix on had a nice 
§ i„htsieing trip, and he made 
a good impression in Italy . Yu­ 
goslavia and Spain — where he 
was cheered by large crowds— 
as well as in England and Ir e 
land. But basically he derived 
from his visit to the M editerra­ 
nean the first hand storv of the 
situation that could develop if 
the United States became mili­ 
tarily involved in the Mideast. 
Likewise, he learned more about 
the conflicting interests among 
the Arabs. He also brought back 
to Washington some significant 
observations concerning the out­ 
look in Vietnam which he ob­ 
tained in his conferences abroad 
with American representatives 
at the Paris peace talks. 
ON IR E WHOLE, it was a 
beneficial trip for the President 
to make. Though he emphasiz­ 
ed America's steadfastness and 
firmness in foreign poUcy , he 
also indicated clearly this coun­ 
try s interest in bringing about 
peace in both the Mi da s t and 
Southeast Asia and in reaching 
a better undcrstamUng between 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States. The relations, however, 
bctw .en the United States and 
the Soviet Union are just as 
fuzzy as they have been. 
Presidential trips abroad have 
not 
been 
unusual 
in 
recent 
y ears, but they certainly 
are 
rare just before a congressional 
e.« *c!ion. Mr. Ntx on, however, 
must have had in mind that a 
visit to the Mediterranean would 
show that he is alway s desirous 
of foreign affairs. While he is 
not running for election himself 
this y ear, he at least demon­ 
strated that Vietnam is not the 
on!y spot on the globe that is 
a source of concern to the man 
in the White House.
